Ther men in their writing (gentle Rea ler) may juſtly uſe ſich ſtile, as may 
E Jeclare learning or eloquence ft for a School ʒ but Tam inforced of neceſſity, to 
affect that plain rudeneG, which may fit the capacity of thoſe perſon; with 
'*  , whom Thaveto deal ; the learaed ſortꝭ are able to underſtand my purgaſeand 
to teach the Treatiſe without further directions. I anmmaw therefore ta direct my (peech 
unto the unskilrull, which deſire to make uſe of it for their own! prĩ vate benefit and to 
ſuch men and women of Trade, as Taylors, Weavers, Shop · kee pers, Seamſters, and 
ani ſich others as have nadertaken the charge of teaching others: Giye me leave 
therefore (I beſeechythee) to ſpeał plainly and familiarly to thee ; yea, let me intreat 
thee to give all dilizent regard tothoſe thin; which I thall deliver unto thee: I ſeek 
nothing by thee, but thy on pleaſure, eaſe; and profr. and the good of thy Scholars. 
If peradyenture for two or three days, at the firſt, it may ſeem ſomeuhat hard or ſtrange 
to thee, yet be not diſcouraged, neither caſt it from thee t for if thou tale hut diligent 
pains in it, but ſo ir dayes, thou ſhalt learn many very proftable' thinas that thou never 
kneweſt ; yea, thou ſhalt learamore of the EnzbfTonzie,, than any man of thy cal · 
ling (not being a Grammarlan) in England knoweth t Thourſhalt teach: thy Scholars 
with better commendatian and proſt, than any other (1bt followin this order) teach- 
eth, and thou maiſt fit on thy Shop- board, at thy Loom, or at thy Needle; and ne- 
ver hinder thy work to hear thy Scholars, after thou haſt once made this little book fa- 
miliar to thee. The practice and order of ſtudy, I know ; is a ftranzer to thee; yet 
maſt thau nom be Care , that thou paſſe not over any one word before thou well under 
ſtand it. Iftho1canſt not finde out the meaning and true uſe of any rule or word, 
having none preſent to helpthee, make a mark thtreãt with thy pen or vin} until thou 
meeteſt with thy-Miniſter, or otdet learned Scholars, of whom thou maiſt enquire z and 
do not thinkir any diſcredit to declare thy want, being in a matter pertaining to Gram- 
mar, or other ſu h things; as thioſe of thy condition arc uſually unacquainred with: 
rather aſſure thy (elf, that all wiſe men will commend thee that deſireſt knowledge, 
which many reject; but they which refuſe to be directed, I know are ſuzh as delight 
in their ſottiſh Ignorance ; like Scegein : prieſt, who becauſe he had uſ:d his old Mem- 
ſanuss for theſe s year; would not leave it for the other new Sumpſim, though ir 
be never ſo good. Two things generally you muſt mark for the uſe of this Book. h irſt. the 
true underſtanding of it in the matter. . Secondly; the mannerof learning of it, if thou 
be onely a Scholar then the other of teaching it, if th i be be alſa a Teacher. And 
far the firſt, where I profeſſe to teach with far more eaſe and pleaſure ta the Learner, 
and therefore with greater ſpeed than others, underſtand the reaſm.

Alſo ubere I undertake to make thee write the true Ortheęraj by cf any wort truly 
pronounc ed; I muſt mean it of theſe words whoſe writing is dete rmined ; for there axe 
many, wherein the beſt Enpliſh-ren in this Land, are nct agreed; as ſomeè vrite 
«alicious, deriving it from malice ;* others write malitions, 2s from the Latine . 
lit ieſus. So ſdme write Geymane fre m the Latine, ſeme Germain from the French. 
Neither do I deal with proper names, or france words of Art in ſeveral ſcientes, 
nor the unknoumn terns of - peculiar Countries (if they difter from ordinar 
rules) unleſs ſome time on ſome ſpecial occsſion. I know exe this, thou thirſte 
that art a Teacher, to hear how thou maiſt with more eaſe and profit teach a 
hundred Scholars, than before forty : follow my advice? and I warrant thee ſuc- 
ceſs. Let every one of thy Scholars (for the beſt tbou haſt ſhall learn that here, 
which he never knew, neither needeth he any other for Enel'fh) provide and uſe 
theſe books,than 'divide thy Scholars in 2, 3, or 4 forts as thy number js (for more 
thou needeſt not, although thou baſt-an hundred Scholars) and place ſo many of 
them as are neareſt of like forwardneſs, in one lefſon cr fourm, as in Grammar- 
ſchools, and ſo go through the whole number, not making above 4 companies at 
the moſt : ſo that thou ſhalt have but ſome lectures to hear, if thou baſt an hun- 
dred Scholars ; whereas before thou hadſt forty lectures; though but 40 Scholars. 
Then when thou wouldeſt hear any fourm, call them forth all, be they ten, twen- 
ty, or more together, hear two or three that thou moſt ſuſpecteſt to be moſt neg- 
ligent, or of dulleſt conceit , and let all the other attend, or let one read one 
line, ſentence or part, another the next, and fo through, ſo that all do ſomewhat 
and none know when or : what ſhall be enquired of him; encourage the moſt diligent 
and tendereſt nature. And thus doubt nct, but thou ſhalt do more good unto 20, 
in one hour, than before unto four in ſeveral lefſons. For by oppoſing each othef, 
as T have directed in the end of the ſecond bock, emulation and fear of diſcre- 
dit, will make them envy who ſhall excell; by this means alſo, every one in a 
higher fourm be well able to help thoſe under him, and that without loſs of time, ſee- 
ing thereby he repeateth that which he hath lately learned. Now touching the fra- 
ming, and ſweet tuning of the voice, I have given thee this help: J have added for 
proſe all ſorts af ſtile, both dialogue and other; and fax Verſe , Pſalms , and other 
verſes of all the ſeverall ſorts uſual, wbich being well taught, will frame thee to the 


natural reading of any Engliſh- But here T muſt make carneft requeſt to all careful 


Miniſters, that as they tender the good education of the youth in their Pariſhes,they 
would ſometimes repair unto the Schools of ſuch Teachers as are not Crammarians, 
to hear their children pronounce, and ſo help ſuch with their diſcretion. that deſire 
ro uſe this bock in their Schools ; for it is lamentable to ſee into what ignorant 
handling filly little children chance, which ſhculd at firſt be moſt skilfully grounded, 
which is the onely-cauſe of ſuch wofull ignorance in ſo many men and women that 
cannot now write (without great errour) one ſentence of true Engliſh : therefore 
let Parents now be careful to whom they commit their children. | 
But to return to my teaching Tradeſ-man ; if thou defireſt to be informed how to

FF thou haſt not been acquainted with ſuch ia table as this follow- 
ing, and defireſt to make uſe of it, thou muſt get the Alphabet, 
viz. che orders of the Letters as they ſtand, without book, perfectly 
to know where every letter ſtands, as () neer the beginning; ( 
about the midſt, and () towards the end. Therefore if the 
word thou wouldſt find begins with (4), look in the beginning of 
the Table, if with (t) look towards the end. Again, if the word 
begin with (54) look in the beginning of the letter. (), but if with 
( bz )) ſee toward the end of that letter; and if thou obſer veſt the 
ſame for the third pnd fourth letters: thou ſhalt find thy word pre · 
' ſently. Secondly, thou muſt know the cauſe of the difference of the 
letters; all written with the Roman, as in (abba) are words taken 
from the Latine;or: other learned lauguage. Thoſe with the Ru- 
lick letters, as ( abandon ) are French words made Engliſh : thoſe 
with the Engliſh letter are meerly Engliſh , or from ſome other 
vulgar Tongue. The word joyning unto it is ever Engliſh, and is 
the interpreter of it in a more familiar Engliſh word. But thoſe 
that have no word expounding them, are ſet down to let thee fee 
their true writing, where I thought chow mighteſt otherwiſe err. 
And know further, that all the words that have in them ()) or (7) 
. | together 
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together, or begin with (chr) where (þ) is never pronounced, or 
end with (iſm) are all Greek words, as Hypocrites, Philoſophy, 
Chriſt, Baptiſm. But where I ſay they are Greek, I mean with tome 
difference of termination; for they were brought from Greece to us, 
through Rome, where they were newly ſtampt, and when they 
came to us, we coyned them aſter our faſhion , as Chriſt, is in Latine 
Cbriſtus, in Greek Chriſte ; lo Baptiſm in Latine Baptzſanee, in 
Greek Baptiſmos. The like muſt be obſer ved for the Latine words, 
as thoſe that We have ending in (ion) the Latine hath them in (io) 
creation, remiſſion, in Latine creatio, remiſſio. But touching the 
French we have ſome of them with difference, and ſome without; 
and thus thou ſhalt diſcern them; thoſe with difference are marked 
with this ſtar £2 as (accompliſh) in French ( accomplir, ) and 
therefore you ſhall find it by this mark (); the other have none. 
Sometimes I refer thee from one word to another ; as thus, in that 
word Brigantine, ſee Barque, then thoſe two be of a ſignification, and 
ſo thou ſhalt learn variety of words. 

When a word hath two ſignifications, if one be well known, 
I omit that, as to bark as a Dog is well known, but .a Barge, that 
is, a little Ship, is not ſo familiar, therefore I put down that: If I 
ſhould put down all derivations, it would be over · long; therefore 
I hope the diligent ſcholer will learn by practice ſoon from the primi- 
tive or original: Lhave therefore ſet down ſome few of che hardeſt, 
yet ſome rules for them thou ſhalt find in the end; there, are many 
more from Latine and French, but being well known, I omit them,
